place. The engine is run by steam from 
the same boiler that run* thejpump en- 
gines and the ice machinery, thereby 
materially reducing the cost ami enab- 
ling the company to furnish lights to 
oar citizen# at nearly 50 per cent, less 
than iu other towns. The lights too are 
unusually bright and compare more 
than favorably with Louisville and *l.ex- 
ngton. The machinery ia started a lit- 
tle before 5 r. m. and runs till after sun- 
rise. The incandeacents can lie used s'l 
night, the commercial arcs till 10 i*. m., 
except on Saturdays when tliey go till 
midnight. The street area are run till 
15 minutes after the arrival of the Louis- 
ville train, when they are shut oil - till 15 
minutes before the arrival ol the north 
hound train and then run an hour. The 
reason that they are not lighted all night 
iatfiat tlie carlion is only good for eight 
hours Tlie management is taking 
great pains to avoid the flickering, irreg- 
ular light that is so annoying iu other 
places and it is succeeding lo a great ex- 
tent. 

In addition to these plants, thecompa- 
ny has put iu an ice plant of a daily ca- 
pacity ol seven tons.
